Plan Considered Premature; 
But Nations Recognize 
Benefit of Union 

"There can be nu prosperity in Ku- 
:-upo until politicians rcallso that 
irarto Is not war,'' stated Henry 
ocliaXImwscn at tlio meeting of the 
League of Nations Club lust night In 
otrathconii Hall. The project under 
dl.icusslon was the} "Economic Union 
of Ihiropc" Into a body capa.l>lr; ol 
supporting Itself and which would by 
froo trado l>e able to «xtrlcatc itself 
from tho trammels uf debt and the 
aftermath of the Great War. 

In hln paiicr the speaker first dealt 
with the forinallon of tho Idea and Itf 
prosentaiioii bcforo tho nations of 
Kurope. In a coiiforenca at Canno:^ 
jctwccn Lloyd Gebrge and Ilrland the 
scheme was first ilioughl of, but ow- 
ing to the predominance of v.a.v In Llic 
public mind It wù not disclosed of- 
ficially. It becajno ; current political 
conversation In 192Ô, wlHle In tho next 
year « manlfeBto favorablo to ocono- 
mlo union, was publlshei] by the 
prominent bankers and business men 
In 19:3 IJrIand, .Strcsemann and 
Chamberlain agrcietl to a parley and 
to the composition of a memo. On 
tho 16lh of March tn tho following 
ycnr lh-!and loiwaidnl bin rnvrno tf 
tho twenty-six European «'.ate-i. 
Briand's Memorandum - 

The federation of Europe was to 
bo a regional pac(," nnd not in opposi- 
tion to tho Lo.ngiie of Nation.^. Thl." 
point w.-iH later gravely doubted by 
Sir Arthur .Salter, secretary for. the 
League, who saw the formation of 
four great groups of nations, and the 
destruction of tho conception of iinl- 
vorsallty. The sovereign rights of the 
states should In no way be affected 
but a commission .ihould bo e^taiillsh- 
ed for the discussion of leading topics 
There was to bo free trad<' wltliln tli''' 
I'nlon, and a protection barrier arou.-.il

Iceland Forever 

It ia undoubtedly true that the duty of 
oach mctr.bcr of a modern civilization is to 
keep in touch to some extent with events 
in every portion of the globe — that is, if 
chey arc of world interest. All students of 
political economy and, no doubt, many 
pthers have heard the British Hou-se of 
Commons referred to as the Mother of 
•'ariiamentu. The phrase has" become trite 
'0 most of us, but there are, perhaps, a few 
hide-bound tories of the Old School, whose 
?hest!5 heave proudly at the reference. To 
'hem it will come as a .shock that the old 
ady on the banks of the Thames has her- 
self a grandmother if not a gruat-grand- 
.-nother. 

In the year 1930 the inhabitants of 
Iceland celebrated the millenlum of their 
Cirst parliament, the Althing, which was 
sonvened at the beginning of the tenth 
century shortly after the first settlers, 
driven from England by King Harold, had 
arrived there. The best that Britain can 
claim is that the original Edward Rex call- 
ed his "Knights of the Shires" together in 
the year 1296 and it was not until'another 
two cénturiës had elapsed, practically 
modem times, that this parliament had 
any actual power to legislate. 

This leaves Iceland with a balance of 
two centuries to the good ; for they have en- 
joyed, during the past ten centuries, a re- 
presentative form of government which 
Jias endured almost uninterrupted. This 
fact is not usually recognized by historians 
who allow the fathers of independence no 
other guide in their labors except Monte- 
squieu "Esprit des Im'is" and the example 
bf the British Parliament up to 1789. 
^ It is especially interesting to note this 
ffact, and the fact that the Icelanders have 
san art and culture at least e<iual to our 
own, today 'when Iceland and Greenland 
have been given a sudden burst of pub- 
icity, Avith the development of a jwssible 
ir sen'ice across the Atlantic.

; "L am a college student". This phrase 

has come to have a large variety of mean- 
ings. To some harassed housewife in June 

it may signify a high-pressure salesman 

of magazine subscriptions; to the movie- 

jgoing public it often means a fast-living 

and hard young man whose chief worry in

This lofty, "sincere and incorruptible" 

attitude of "knowledge for the sake of 

knowledge" is very commendable— up to a 

certain point. It is when the student him- 
self becomes conscious of the loftiness 

rightly or wrongly attributed to him, and 

when he deliberately cultivates an external 

appearance of devotion to a high purpose, 

•that Ills •whole outlook becomes false and 

his motives degenerate into a kind of van- 
ity. Moreover, in circles '«'here action ia 

the watchword, he may be' accused of 

laziness, of deliberate shifting of the task 

upon other shoulders, or even of down- 
right hypocrisy. 

This, however, is an extreme case, and 

has to do with some specific type of sur- 
rounding. The most general form which 

such attitude of severe aloofness takes, is 
,that of a more or less obvious snobbish- 
ness. We see almost every day the look of 

half-amused tolerance on the face of some 

student who hears a layman presume to 

venture upon ground which the student re 

garda as peculiarly hia own preserve. 

"This, saith the preacher, is also vanity". 

While it is impossible to forget completely 

that one has at the very least, a fuller and 
/more comprehensive knowledge of some 
A subject/than has the average layman, still, 
i^|it:.WOuia be well-advised, in many case.s, to 

•endeavour to cast off to as great an extent 

as possible the feeling of "I am Sir Oracle" 

and to remember that it is often merely an 

economic condition that prevents the lay- 
man, too, from becoming such an oracle. 
Erudition is not necessarily wisdom. ,

lUiM- Material Is Cleaned And 
Decolorised Before 
Being Sold 

"Almost 30.000,000 pounds ot sugar 
rass tlirouBh iho wnrcliouso every 
year, cominK from nil purts ot the 
world. Our main siippUcs arc from 
Mauritus, Nat.-U and Jamaica" stated 
•the guldo for tlio Conimcrco trip as 
tho students gazed nt tho vast im- 
porting' warehouse ot tho St. Law- 
rcnc* Sugar ncfiiicrics. The trip was 
under tho supervision of Professor 
Jlcrbert Tate, nuj, according to the 
judgment ot those present, ranUcd 
among tho most interesting ot the 
year. 

At this season tlie supply of raw 
-vupar Is fairly avcII ileplctcd and is 
csllmatcd to run out about May when 
fresh Kupplies will arrive. Passing 
from tho impo.sing scene In the warc- 
liousc, tho processing of tho raw 
product was observed. I'irst the loose 
dirt and grit is rcmovc<l by mixing 
dry KUKar with pyiup wliioli bolng 
satumtcd can absorb little sugar, but 
i.ikcs out much of the grit. Tho syr- 
up Is then separated from tho sugar 
by centrifiigal force. 

Filtration Complicated 
. In ll)i.s .si:up the more thoi-ougb 
process of (leaning is carried out. 
All loo.«o particles can be caught on 
a substance called Oiatomaccous 
cTrtli. obtained in California, which 
is mixed with Iho .-ugar then In a 
liquid slate. Tho liquid is forced 
against a screen which removes the 
earth .-mil .•illow.s the ."Ugar, or rather 
pyrup. to be i.arricd away In screens 
The remainder of tho .syrup Is col- 
lected from the earth by a press. 

Tho sugar-catlng public, the guide 
.-•lulcil, (Iocs not lil;o colored swcttcn- 
in.'T. iMU.-iciiufntly .-i special composl- 
lioM lit cli.-.rrr.l i.onc extracts the 
cfloiing ni.-.tirr when the sugar has 
Iiccn passed through it three times. 
There arc three grades of charcoal 
filtcr»— "A" and ••C" arc used for 
wliito granulated products, "Jj" for 
brown sugars. ■ 

Granulation Requires Skill 

Passing on to the granulating of 
tho syrup, a number of huge cylin- 
ders were exhibited. Tho niiiii who 
"crystallises" the syrup is a .-^killed 
workman, and must prt the process 
exactly right or bad results will oc- 
cur. The granulated sugar is dried, 
cut into squares or "sacked" as the 
case may be. A special grade of 
Oghtly packed lump is now provided 
for those who enjoy sucking lumps, 
without thera disintegrating quickly. 

As a matter of saving all possible 
wastes, the triple effect process is 
used to vaporise syrups. The used 
sacks, for instance, are washed and 
the water contains syrup; thu floors 
are cleaned and the icsidue reduced 
to a syrup. This I» all put into a 
tank wliich is healed; the ateatn is 
passed into tho next tank under nim 
Inches of vacuum, and required no 
additional heat to make it boil; a 
third tank was under a greater vacu- 
um and also I>oiIod when steam was 
jK.sstd throuKli iî. This triple effect 
system then loiulrrd only one tank 
to be heated, the thin sjTup was re- 
duced to a C0% density, great savings 
are effected.

bo able to further her IntPuncj al- 
ready great, in the affairs ot E'lrape. 

England and Italy Unfavorable 

IL'ngKand, however, which is ofCicinl- 
iy part ot the continent, submitted a 
deflnilo rc.'usnl lo support such a 
scheme, stating that the inlcrests .of 
tho British Emplro .were definitely 
against a union ot this kind which 
would mean the setting up ot a pro- 
tective taj'Ift against her own domin- 
ions, who could naturally not follow 
her into any such proposition. .Mus- 
solini, In an unofficial speech of a 
very bellicose nature said that In view 
of tho wounds left by' tho great war 
the U.S.E. was still a premature 
scheme. The official reply to Brland's 
invitation lo discuss tho plan stated 
Italy's willingness to attend, and to 
help in any way to further the world 
peace. 

The original altitude of distrust 
wiiich w.as at first prevalent in Gcr- 
man.v, began to vero with the possi- 
bility ot entering a united stales of 
Eurofio with revised boundaries ajid 
the possible abolition oC the Polish 
corridor. Poland if this was to lie the 
case would be a stumbling block. 

Itussla will not enter, the speaker 
liiougiit, hut her ncceptanco lo attond 
the conference was undoubtedly from 
strategic rea.sons, since sho is not a 
member of the League and has pre- 
viously not had the floor in the con- 
ferences. The Balkans and other 
smaller states might be coerced. The 
meeting was opened to discussion and 
many interesting views wero present- 
ed.

with cast iron caldrons and collected 
tl;o sap in wooden buckets. The ac- 
tual process was more or less by rule 
ot thumb; when the boiling ilquid 
poured right from a spoon It was 
properly done. . Experiment by gov- 
ernments and private Interests have 
flcvclopcd surer and more convenient 
methods. Today the sap drips out 
through a special metal spout. Into a 
patented galvanised pall. It is collect- 
ed in huge drums attached to sleds 
o:* is poured down pipes, and ends In 
tho Ijo'ling house. There it goes over 
a large separator which treats over 
;00 gallons of sap in the liour." The 
liquid Is tested from' time to time by 
a saccharinomelcr, which is merely a 
form of hydrometer. Tiiere Is no 
guess work In any part ot the pro- 
cess, all Is eiean nnd sa.nllary. 

The sale ot the product Is being done 
mostly l>y lartro bod'es. Those who do 
Isrge scale uiaple .«ugar producing 
;;rncrally belong to some co-operative 
i-ociety or ship to , some largç firm- 
There several of tho.çe both In Canada 
:ind the United States who receive the 
syrup from the fanners and reboil it 
and make It up In ' the well-known 
brands. 

Canada's ' Production ' Large' 

'.lininda produces a little under half 
of llie American production Kiguies 
siiow however, that the U.S. output is 
docllnins. ' while Canada's Is stèadlly 
liKVoasing. It Is Intoresling lo note 
liiat most of niai)lc sugar from here 
goes to the tobacco companies who 
usa it in the making of cigarettes, 
• ijtill, Canada has a. largo domestic 
demand for It and no compla.lnl can 
!'e found against this si;: million dol- 
lar trade which has grown up.

Slocuin Sailed Around World 
In Tiny Craft 

HEROISM DETAILED 



Leslie Tlionisou Lectures 
With Slides to Overseas 
Club Yesterday 

That no disparagement la too strong 
for dare-devil trips without adequate 
preparation was tlie claim of Leslie 
Thomson, Professor of Euel Engineer- 
ing nt McOlll last evening In an ad- 
ilre.'is on "Somo Sniiill Bo.at Voyages" 
before tho Overseas Club. Prof. 
Tliomson is an authority on water 
transi>ortalion In Camidn. Ho detail- 
ed for his audience the account of 
sonic notable voynscs made in small 
boaLs, volunUirlly and^ .unilçr obliga- 
tion. For the purposes oC his lecture 
ho defined a small b«at .as under 
titty feet In length. 

Tho latest trip was that oC four col- 
lege students who sailed in a small 
boat from .Mhcns on Lake Ithaca 
through Canadian waters and across 
the Atlantic to Athens In Greece. This 
voyagcTwas accomplished last summer 
when tho students passed through 
Jlontreal and were entertained by the 
Itoya.I St. J..awrenco 'Vacht Club. One 
of tho ■Earliest trips was that ot Cap- 
tain Dilgh. 

Mutiny Force» Trip 
In 1TS9 tiio nrilisli Government 
.sent H.M.S. Bounty to tlic South Seas 
to bring bi'cad fruit trees to tlio west 
Indies where they were to bo used to 
feed the slaves. After about sis 
months at Tahiti- tho men were un- 
willing to leave the wives which they 
had acquired, and on tho return voy- 
age they Eucccsstully mutinied and 
set adrift In .a ninclcen foot launch 
Captain Bligh and eighteen loyal 
menibor.'î of tho crew. Whatever may 
bo E.ald against Bligh's brutal dis- 
ciplinary measures he was a. man .and 
a leader. He kept tho men together 
against all kinds of h.ardshlps and 
made tho trip in nn open small boat 
four hundred miles to an Island north 
ot Australia, ' 

In ]S9j Cri plain Piocutn In his 
twenty-four toot ship "The Spray" 
made a trip around tho world alone. 
Retting out from Boston ho sailed 
across llio Atlantic to tho Azores and 
then south where he r.an foul ot pl- 
r.atoa but ho got away. Ho had a ter- 
rible time In tho StralU of Magellan 
with storms and in TIerra del Fuego 
with cannibals whom ho scared away 
with tacks sprinkled on tho dock. He 
finally got Ihrough tho Indian Ocean 
nnd back to American by way of 
South Africa where he made tho par- 
donable faux pas of telling President 
Kriiger tli.-il lio iiad sailed around tlie 
earth. Krugcr luainlaiiied to hi.s dy- 
ing day tliiit tho earth was flat. 
Telle About Shackleton 
Slmcklcton set out on H.M.S. En- 
duranco in 19 H lo discover tho. South 
Pole. Ills ship was crushed by the 
li.o and sank In lOlG. The crew made 
their way In small boii.ts lo Klephant 
Island, From there Sliaoklcton and 
six others made tho 'trip In a twenty- 
four foot boat to South Georgia to gel 
aid. They had travelled SOO niilos in 
two weeks and two days overcoming 
all but surmountable ditflcultics.
